The  Wolfpack  enter  the  2012  football  season  hoping  to 
build  upon  a  2011,  which  saw  the  team  enter  the  season 
with  a  roster  brimming  with  young  but  talented  freshman 
leading  into  the  first  game. 

The  Wolfpack  finished  their  2011  campaign  with  a  21-12 
victory  over  Northeast  Mississippi  CC,  earning  them  their 
fifth  win  of  the  season,  bringing  the  season  record  to  a  5-4 
mark,  resulting  in  a  2-4  in  the  MACJC  South  Division.  As 
head  coach  Glenn  Davis  reflects  back  on  last  season,  he 
speaks  of  the  uncertainty  he  felt  going  into  the  first  game, 
"(We)  didn't  know  what  kind  of  team  we  were  going  to 
have,  due  to  the  fact  that  we  had  35  freshman  (on  the  ros- 
ter)... we  didn't  know  how  fast  they  were  or  how  strong 
they  were,  so  we  truly  didn't  know  what  we  had." 

While  most  fans  would  view  a  5-4  record  as  a  negative, 
for  Coach  Davis,  it's  all  about  the  positive.  "Entering  last 
season,  we  didn't  know  if  we  would  reach  the  level  we  did 
with  five  wins  on  the  year,  to  see  that  as  the  end  result  for 
201 1, 1  was  extremely  pleased  based  on  how  young  we  re- 
ally were." 

Co-Lin  enters  the  season  picked  to  finish  fifth  in  the  South 
Division  this  year  behind  division  foes  Pearl  River,  Jones 
County,  Hinds,  and  fourth  place  nationally  ranked  Missis- 
sippi Gulf  Coast. 

On  offense,  the  Wolfpack  return  a  core  group  of  sopho- 
mores who,  as  freshmen,  saw  a  wealth  of  playing  time. 
Looking  to  lead  the  offense  is  sophomore  quarterback 
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Chandler  Rogers  (6'3,  215),  Rodgers,  a  Brookhaven  Acad- 
emy graduate,  returns  after  starting  in  8  games  last  season 
and  throwing  for  just  under  1,100  yards  while  also  toss- 
ing for  6  TDs.  Giving  the  starting  quarterback  a  push  dur- 
ing training  camp  will  sophomore  Darren  Anderson  (6'1, 
180).  The  Bastrop  (LA)  alumnus  will  also  be  competing 
for  time  at  wide  receiver  where  he  spent  a  majority  of  his 
time  last  season  grabbing  13  catches  for  just  shy  of  150 
yards. 

Adding  to  the  receiving  core  will  be  a  talented,  mixed 
group  of  freshmen  and  sophomores  led  by  Mississippi 
State  commit,  DeVante  Scott  (5' 10,  180).  A  product  of 
Ferriday  (LA),  Scott  lead  the  team  in  passes  caught  (19), 
receiving  yards  (386),  and  receiving  touchdowns  (3)  in 
201 1.  Joining  the  sophomore  duo  of  Scott  and  Anderson 
are  freshman,  Joe  Craig  and  Casey  Gladney.

McFarland  brings  27  years 
of  coaching  experience  to  the  line,  spending  time  at  UL- 
Lafayette,  Clemson,  Notre  Dame,  Kent  State,  as  offensive 
coordinator  at  Iowa  State,  UCF,  SFA,  and  as  head  coach  at 
Stephen  F.  Austin  during  his  long  career.

McFarland  will  be  leading  a  group  of  experienced  and 
athletic  lineman,  led  by  sophomores  Demechery  Hick- 
ingbottom  (6'5,  325),  Milton  King  (6'5,  335),  and  Preston 
Shelton  (6'2,  285).  Looking  to  add  to  the  lines  success  in 
2012  is  sophomore  center  Stone  Underwood,  a  transfer 
from  Southeastern  Louisiana  University.  Incoming  fresh- 
man David  Adams,  Ryan  Proctor,  Jacquell  Johnson,  and 
Brookhaven  HS  graduates  Steven  Hudson,  and  Codi  Win- 
ters will  all  be  competing  for  time  this  season. 

Also  joining  the  staff  this  season  is  first  year  coach  Daniel 
Reich,  who  comes  to  Wesson  after  spending  the  past  four 
years  as  the  offensive  line  coach  at  Hagerty  High  School  in 
Ovideo,  Fl.  Reich  will  be  charged  with  prepping  a  young 
tight  end  group  led  by  redshirt  sophomore  Jamie  McCa- 
rdle  (6'3,  225),  a  product  of  Monticello  (MS).  Challenging 
for  time  with  McCardle  will  be  a  young  group  of  incoming 
freshmen,  Tyson  McDonald  (Magee  HS),  Jervarus  Banks 
(Hazlehurst  HS),  and  DeLantrell  McClain  (Mendenhall 
HS). 

"Defensively  we  are  trying  to  replace  multiple  playmak- 
ers,  guys  like  Jerry  McNair  (West  Alabama),  Tevin  Thomas 
(Georgia  Southern),  and  Dehendret  Collins  (Ole  Miss)," 
said  Davis.  He  isn't  hiding  the  fact  that  it  will  be  tough  to 
replicate  all  the  great  things  each  one  of  these  did  for  Co- 
Lin,  "Jerry  was  a  guy  who,  up  front,  could  change  the  game 
with  his  pass  rush... pairing  him  with  Dehendret,  who  we 
could  match  up  with  our  opponents  best  receivers,  made 
us  very  difficult  to  match  up  defensively  all  season.  And 
Tevin  Thomas  was  just  a  great  all-around  individual,  both 
on  and  off  the  field,  all  season  long." 

Defensively,  the  Wolfpack  will  be  led  up-front  by  the  re- 
turning end  duo  of  Terrell  Hartsfield  (6'3,  225)  and  Jerrell 
Jordan  (6'3,  225).  Combined,  the  sophomores  were  able  to 
rack  up  105  total  tackles  during  the  2011  campaign,  the 
two  also  added  12  sacks. 

Hartsfield,  a  Wake  Forest,  NC  native,  lead  the  way  with 
67  tackles  and  7.5  sacks,  while  Jordan  wasn't  fair  behind 
with  38  tackles  and  4.5  sacks  of  his  own.  Joining  the  pair 
across  the  front  is  sophomore  Yazoo,  MS  native,  Jonathan 
Haywood  (6'0,  290),  who  will  be  getting  a  push  for  playing 
from  freshmen  newcomers  Xavier  Dampeer  (Mendenhall 
HS),  and  Wayne  County  graduates  Anthony  Cunningham 
and  Theodore  Jones. 

The  linebacker  corps  will  be  a  made  up  of  two  returning 
sophomores  and  a  handful  of  talented  incoming  fresh-

men.  Returning  to  the  Wolfpack  for  this  season  are  sec- 
ond year  players  Chico  Martin  (5' 10,  215)  of  Natchez  and 
Raymond  Williams  (5'10,  215)  of  Franklin  County.  Both 
Martin  and  Williams  were  able  to  contribute  some  strong 
defense  last  year,  Martin,  24  tackles,  Williams  31,  and 
will  look  to  do  the  same  this  year  while  receiving  support 
from  newcomers  Jimmy  Barnes  (Franklin  County  HS), 
Jymal  Ellis  (Ridgeland  HS)  and  Jordan  Harris  (Clarksdale 
HS). 

Co-Lin's  one  returning  starter  in  the  defensive  backfield 
is  safety  Brian  Isaac  (5'11,  190).  The  sophomore  from 
Natchez  comes  back  this  season  to  expand  on  his  num- 


bers, which  saw  the  safety  earn  an  impressive  60  tackles. 
After  contributing  20  tackles  and  one  interception  to  last 
years'  defense,  sophomore  Jeremy  Davis  (5'9,  175),  also 
from  Natchez,  will  look  to  keep  improving  on  this  young 
defense. 

This  year  represents  a  season  of  challenge  and  change  for 
two  sophomores  on  the  Wolfpack  squad,  Alonzo  Lewis 
(6'4,  205)  and  Milton  Griffin  (5'9,  170).  Both  will  switch 
from  wide  receiver  to  defensive  back  to  provide  depth  to 
the  young  and  talented  group. 

Lewis,  out  of  St.  James  High  School  in  Vacherie,  LA, 
grabbed  10  passes  and  2  touchdowns  last  season,  leading 
to  just  over  150  receiving  yards,  he  and  Griffin  (Franklin 
County  HS),  both  hope  that  experience  at  wide  out  will 
lead  to  multiple  picks  this  year.  Gerald  West  joined  the 
team  in  late  July  and  will  compete  for  time  along  with 
Greg  Sims  (Brookhaven  HS)  who  looks  to  make  a  contri- 
bution to  the  defensive  this  season  as  an  incoming  fresh- 
man. 

On  special  teams,  Co-Lin  returns  both  starting  kicker 
Nolan  Long  (5'11,  175)  and  long  snapper  Tevin  Tobias 
(5'11,  245).  Long,  a  graduate  of  Ackerman  High  School, 
returns  after  a  2011  season  that  saw  him  go  a  perfect  21 
for  21  on  PAT's  and  make  a  season  long  38-yard  field  goal. 

"Being  in  the  south  division,  you  are  very  likely  to  have 
four  of  the  six  best  teams  in  the  state  in  this  division,"  said 
Davis.  "Catching  your  breaks  here  and  there  is  important, 
but  I  expect  to  win  more  this  year  and  be  very  competi- 
tive through-out  the  season."

He  has  most 
recently  served  as  offensive  line  coach  for  the  United  Foot- 
ball Leagues  (UFL)  Sacramento  Mountain  Lions  (2011) 
under  head  coach  Dennis  Green  and  the  Florida  Tuskers

Serving  the  college  as  athletic  director  since  1989,  Gwyn 
Young  has  been  head  coach  of  the  Lady  Wolves  basketball 
team  for  36  years.  Since  coming  to  Co-Lin,  he  has  seen 
his  team  win  title  after  title  and  has  compiled  a  record  of 
797  wins  and  232  losses  to  rank  him  as  the  NJCAA's  Win- 
ningest  Active  Coach  in  the  nation  and  the  Winningest 
Women's  Coach  in  the  Mississippi  Association  of  Com- 
munity/Junior Colleges. 

Coach  Young  has  put  the  Lady  Wolves  on  the  map  as  one 
of  the  nation's  most  premier  women's  basketball  teams. 
Under  Coach  Young's  direction,  the  Lady  Wolves  have

He  said  it  will  be  a  tough  road  for 
his  team  this  year  due  to  the  fact  that  all  the  colleges  in  the 
state  agreed  to  do  away  with  foreign  players,  but  those  that 
have  foreign  players  on  scholarship  from  last  year  are  still  eli- 
gible till  the  graduate  due  to  a  grandfather  rule.

He  has  been  named  Mississippi  Association  of  Coaches 
Coach  of  the  Year  three  times,  MACJC  Coach  of  the  Year 
six  times,  while  watching  his  Wolves  win  six  state  cham- 
pionships, four  Region  XXIII  titles,  10  state/regional 
runners-up  titles,  76  state/regional  individual  champion- 
ships, and  qualified  for  11  national  tournaments,  and  14 
teams  have  been  nationally  ranked.  His  1990  undefeated 
team  (24-0)  was  the  first  Mississippi  team  to  ever  finish  in 
the  Top  10  in  the  NJCAA  Nationals.

O'Quinn  receives  2012  Carnegie  Medal 

PITTSBURGH,  Pa.  -  The  Carnegie  Hero  Fund  Commission  has  an- 
nounced the  former  Wolfpack  football  player,  Bobbie  Joe  O'Quinn,  is 
one  of  23  individuals  to  receive  the  Carnegie  Medal.  The  medal  is  given 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada  to  those  who  risk  their  lives  to 
an  extraordinary  degree  while  saving  or  attempting  to  save  the  lives  of 
others.  Five  of  the  awardees  died  in  the  performance  of  their  heroic  acts. 

O'Quinn  helped  to  save  Stormy  L.  Dunaway  and  died  attempting  to 
save  Audrionna  S.  Lofton  from  drowning  in  Franklin  County  on  April 
2,  2011.  Stormy,  9,  and  Audrionna,  7,  were  playing  with  other  children 
in  the  water  off  a  beach  at  Okhissa  Lake.  The  girls  encountered  difficulty 
near  the  buoy  line,  which  was  about  40  feet  from  the  bank.  Adults  re- 
sponding from  their  party  included  O'Quinn,  19.  Removing  his  shoes, 
O'Quinn  entered  the  water  and  waded  and  swam  out  to  Stormy,  who 
was  holding  to  a  buoy.  He  pulled  her  from  it  and  pushed  her  to  another 
man,  who  then  took  her  to  safety.  As  Audrionna  was  not  visible,  O'Quinn  and  others  swam  in  search  of 
her.  During  his  search  efforts,  O'Quinn  submerged  and  did  not  re-surface.  Rescue  personnel  arrived  and 
recovered  Audrionna's  body  within  a  few  hours;  she  had  drowned.  The  search  for  O'Quinn  continued  the 
following  day  and  into  the  next,  when  his  body  was  located  beyond  the  buoy  line  in  water  35  feet  deep. 
He  too  had  drowned.  O'Quinn  reportedly  could  not  swim. 

O'Quinn  was  a  member  of  the  Wolfpack  football  team  in  the  fall  of  2010.  He  was  a  defensive  lineman 
for  the  Franklin  County  Bulldogs  in  high  school  and  was  the  Mississippi  High  School  Activities  Associa- 
tion Class  3  A  Defensive  Player  of  the  Year  in  2009. 

The  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  Foundation  established  the  Bobby  O'Quinn  Memorial 
Scholarship  in  his  memory.  The  scholarship  is  awarded  to  a  freshman  student  entering  a  career-techni- 
cal or  academic  program.  Donations  can  be  made  to  though  the  Co-Lin  Foundation  designated  to  the 
"O'Quinn  Scholarship"  and  mailed  to  P.  O.  Box  649,  Wesson,  MS  39191. 

The  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  Athletic  Department  awarded  the  first  Bobby  O'Quinn 
Courage  Award  on  April  28,  2012.  The  award  is  presented  to  a  Wolfpack  football  player  who  most  em- 
bodies Bobby  O'Quinn's  spirit,  leadership  and  courage.  This  year's  recipient  is  Demechery  Hickingbot- 
tom,  an  offensive  lineman  from  Franklin  County.  A  permanent  plaque  will  hang  in  the  Frank  Pitts  Field 
House  with  the  names  of  the  recipients. 

Forty- four  hero  awards  have  been  presented  to  date  in  2012  and  to  9,539  the  total  number  since  the 
Pittsburgh-based  Fund's  inception  in  1904.  Commission  President  Mark  Laskow  stated  that  each  of  the 
awardees  will  also  receive  a  financial  grant.  Throughout  the  108  years  since  the  Fund  was  established  by 
industrialist-philanthropist  Andrew  Carnegie,  $34.4  million  has  been  given  in  one-time  grants,  scholar- 
ship aid,  death  benefits,  and  continuing  assistance.
